jury in the case of Emma Ripke, the 
17-year-old Hanover (Kan.) girl, charged 
with the murder of Frank K. Potts on 
the night of Oct. 15 last, has returned a 
verdict of not guilty. The jury was out 
30 minutes. 

The case hinged on the question of 
whether Potts committed suicide or was 
shot by thé girl, and the evidence intro- 
duced to show that Potts had frequent- 
ly threatened to commit suicide appar- 
ently outweighed that of the prosecu- 


tion. 

, Potts’ body was turned over to an un- 
dertaker on the morning of Oct. 16, 
and while preparing it for burial he 
found a bullet hole over the heart. The 
authorities were notified and Miss Rip- 
ke was arrested in the apartments 
which she had been occupying. 

The conflicting stories which the girl 
told after her arrest constituted. the 
Chief element in the chain of circum- 
@tantial evidence which was used by the 

rosecution. She said Potts had entered 
heir rooms wounded; that he had shot 

imself after retiring; that she had 
eard a shot before his entrance into

A_ special in- 
ducement was offered Rudesill, according 
to the testimony Thursday, and the 
tuition was to be $150 for the two for 
one year.

him his-note for. the remaining $100.

PARCELS POST FACTS. | 

A considerable part of the $250,000,000 which 
Americans are said to lose annually because they have 
no satisfactory parcels post, is lost at the Christmas 
season, which is the most active parcels shipping 
season. Hence the possibility of obtaining a parcels 
post such as other nations enjoy is one of the most 
practical things to discuss at this time of the year. 
Among other useful and infec ing articles, the 
Christmas Post-Dispatch gives all the latest facts 
regarding this branch of the postal service. 

We have a p. tal arrangement for sending small 
parcels, but it is chiefly for the convenience of for- 
eigners. When an Englishman: visits St. Louis, he 
can send his home folks Christmas gifts at 12 cents 
a pound. But if a St. Louisan wishes to mail gifts 
to his friends at Kirkwood, Mo., the postal rate js 





16 cents a pound.

An English merchant or any other person in that 
coun *y can mail a parcel weighing 8 pounus for 20 
cents, or 11 pounds, which is the iimit, for 25 cents. 
In the United States these  rcels would cost to 
ship, through the Postoffice, $1.28 and 91.76 re- 
spectively. 

If a St. Louis merchant sends a pair of shoes 
weighing 4 pounds 10 mi: out, bcsmust pay 64 
eei.ts. In Germany the mercha-t can ship a box 
weighing up to 25 pounds tne same distance for 6 
cents. 

It can be seen that the Christmas parcels business 
must cost the people of St. Louis thousands of dol- 
lars more than is necessary, and that the trade of 
St. Louis, not only at Christmas, but at all seasons, 
would be very much increased by the creation of a 
cheap parcels post, 

But the amall dealers are afraid that this might 
hurt their trade. This point is fully discussed in 
the Post-Dispa.ch Christmas number. All sides of 
the question are shown. The reader will find it well 
worth his while to study the problem, which is of 
great importance to all elasses of the community.

We hear of great fortunes “made” overnight in 
Wall street and the exchanyes. Such fortunes are 
already made by hard work. It is only by a jug- 
gle that they are transferred from one set of 
jugglers to another. Such trasactions do not 
one dollar to the wealth of -he nation. 

Again, the “values” of great railroads and other 
corporations are increased by the issue of securities 
for which no value has- been actually invested. It 
is the injection of wind and water. Such “values” 
appear in the statistics of national value, but they 
have no right place there. Vrom tne standpoint of 
real workers ind producers, such values are not na- 
tional assets, but liabilities and represent a power 
to draw from the farmers, manufacturers,  etc., 
values which those workers make, and pour it mto 
the coffers of idlers who produce nothing but paper 
certificates of value. 

It is by means of such reports as this of Secre- 
tary Wilson that the people get a view of the real 
wealth of the country and can identify its producers. 
The farmer who plants and reaps the crops, the 
manufacturer, the great railroad builders. the men 
who manage and operate railways, telegraphs, 
slaughter houses—the organizers of work, not jug- 
gles—these are the men who make wealth, the cap- 
tains of industry, the men whom the people delight 
to honor. 

All that glitters in the display and boast of spec- 
ulators is not the real gold of honest industry. Pri- 
vate fortunes come and go with the rise and fall ot 
exchanges, but the national wealth comes only from 
the brain and brawn of workers. And upon the 
workers rest ultimately the decisions of the great is- 
sues of national] life, High and frenzied tnanciers 
can play the game and draw to themselves the fas- 
cinated gaze of the whole world by their flashy 
pranks.

- IT is true that in the verdict of foreign critics 
can be read the. judgment of posterity, the out-. 
look for the American theater id rather digcour- 
aging. Current Literature reprints in its Decemee 

issue extracts from the recently pubfished American 

impressions of Dr. Ludwig Fulda. The celebrated 

German dramatist tells us that, cufturally at least, 

Wwe are still colenial. A new Columbus, he says, must 

yet discover this continent for art. He continues: 

“The American drama still stands on a Pretty low 
level. Gorgeous scenery and always elaborate, often 
excellent, acting furnish a splendid frame for an in- 
ferior picture. Although America has prodiiced so 
far no real dramatist, productions of domtsic play-— 
Wrights prevail. The chief function of the latter con- / 
sists in writing light burlesques and conversation 
comedies, and in supplying popular favorites with 
Brateful roles in melodramas and spectacular shows. 
The prudery of the American public excludes the 
whole field of erotic problems, and psychology, too, 
is wholly barred from the boards, What adultery is in 
French comedy, namely, the quintessence of the - 
drama, the revolver becomes in the hands of the 
American playwright. Our nervous ladies who shiver 
at the thought of a shot being fired on the stage 
would faint at the very sight of the gigantic postera 
Which preferably depict climacteric moments of the 
theatrical murder scenes. Now and then Shapspeare 
is played, but he is nowhere cultivated systematical- 
ly. The other great masters of the world's literature 
are totally unknown to the American stage, and ite 
blissful ignorance of the work of modern European 
countries is almost equally marked.” 

Dr. Fulda seems to have little hope that any re- 
forms will be initiated by the Theatrical Trust that 
forced Sarah Bernhardt to play in a tent for want 
of a playhouse, and concludes with the hope that the 
projected National Theater in New York may, at 
last, give us a drama in which “the blood of Amerti- 
can life will pulsate, without, however, dripping from 
the ceiling.’
